A. B. Fennimore, secretary of the 
industrial committee of the Down¬ 
town Association, reported on the 
work being done to induce new fac¬ 
tories to locate in San Francisco. 
Chairman W. C. Graves has appointed 
the following sub-committees: Fac¬ 
tory sites—Dr. George W. Merritt, J. 
M. Kcpner and W. J. Martin; publicity 
and exploitation—George C. Holber- 
ton, I. N. Rosekrans and E. E. Honn; 
organization—Angelo J. Rossi, A. B. 
Fennimore, W. J. Martin, I. N. Rose¬ 
krans and George C. Holberton. 

The plans of the merchants and 
business men of San Francisco con¬ 
template the maintenance of an office 
in San Francisco, where all features 
appertaining to industrial develop¬ 
ment will be handled by an experi¬ 
enced representative of the associa¬ 
tion. Owners of factory sites will be 
permitted to file in this office a list 
of their holdings, and persons seeking 
factory sites will be invited to make 
their wants known to this organiza¬ 
tion. 

It is hoped in this way to bring 
buyer and seller directly together, 
and with the backing of the business 
interests of San Francisco to secure 
to any industry seeking a location all 
features necessary to their successful 
operation. This will mean matters 
pertaining to spur tracks, water front 
privileges, freight rates, etc. 

It is also planned to give wide pub¬ 
licity to the fact that the business 
men of San Francisco will busy them¬ 
selves in behalf of industrial develop¬ 
ment, and it is hoped that all ob¬ 
structing features that tend to inter¬ 
fere with industrial growth will be 
brought to the attention of this or¬ 
ganization, which plans to seek a 
remedy in every instance.

Price of His Treason. 

Benedict Arnold died in London 
June 14, 1801. His life after his 
treason was a most unhappy one. He 
was avoided by men of honor and on 
many occasions deliberately insulted. 
He received a considerable sum of 
money from the British government 
and made several unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts to engage in business in 
British America and the West Indies 
and finally returned to London, 
where he died in obscurity. His 
second son, born in 1780, entered the 
British army in 1798, served with 
credit in many parts of the world and 
three years before his death in 1854 
was made a lieutenant-general.

CONSTRUCTION 
OF CITYJRIDGES 

Lack of Artistic Talent Shown 
In Design. 

NO AESTHETIC EFFECT. 


To Achieve the Proper Result the 
Bridge Engineer Should Co-operate 
With the Architect In the Design of 
the Bridge and Its Approaches.

One very striking defect in our 
bridge construction is the lack of artis- 
tie talent shown in the design. For the 
most part our bridges are like skyscrap¬ 
ers, masterpieces of ugliness and purely 
utilitarian in every sense. In the pres¬ 
sure to get enough bridges built to ac¬ 
commodate the traffic they have been 
built with little or no sense of aesthetic 
effect and are accordingly without 
beauty or individuality. 

The engineers have been wholly con 
tent to erect bridges that would stand 
up. but while successful in this the ap¬ 
pearance of the bridge has been utterly 
neglected, for the great majority of 
bridges are of not too good engineering 
design, containing far more metal than 
is necessary In certain parts, while oth¬ 
er parts too little. This is proved by 
the frequent strengthening of and ad¬ 
ditions to existing bridges, the removal 
of tracks and their unnecessarily high 
cost. Thus our engineers can only be 
credited with the roughest kind of 
work, which is not to be wondered at, 
since the mind that would be satisfied 
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TWO SPECIMEN PARK BRIDGES. 

with an aesthetically ugly bridge can¬ 
not be expected to avoid imperfections 
in the practical side of the bridge's de 
sign. 

The great importance thus of the 
bridge, both in the practical and 
aesthetic life of the city, demands that 
its design and construction receive the 
utmost care and attention. No single 
part of the plan of a city, with the ex¬ 
ception of the civic center, is of great¬ 
er importance than its bridges. The 
civic center may be likened to the 
main hallway of a building and the 
bridges to the portuls. Often the first 
impression of a city and frequently the 
most lasting one is gained from a 
bridge, and us the entrance to the city 
it should be ^rented with the dignity 
it deserves and be made a feature of 
the city’s plan rather than a mere en¬ 
croachment of a utilitarian nature. 

A bridge should be considered aes¬ 
thetically from three principal points 
of view: The bridge itself, the bridge 
in its relation to its approaches, and 
the whole effect of the bridge and its 
approaches in relation to its environ 
rneut. 

In its design it should be regarded 
as an integral part of the city’s plan, 
and it should be located in reference 
to the whole plan of the city in such a 
way as to produce the most efficient 
and pleasing result. A bridge may for 
example serve as a terminal or focal of 
an important avenue or for several 
converging avenues, full advantage 
thus being taken of its architectural 
importance. 

its location having been determined, 
the bridge itself should be of such a 
design as to meet In the most direct 
and practicable manner the conditions 
it will be called upon to fulfill, and its 
approaches should be of such a char¬ 
acter as to enhance its value rather 
than, as is often the case, of such a 
character as to detract if not ruin its 
entire effect. 

In order to achieve the proper result 
it Is necessary for the bridge engineer 


co co-operate with tfie architect in the 
design of the bridge and its approaches 
and with the city planner or civic 
architect in its relations to the plan of 
the city as a whole. Unless this is 
done, bridges will continue to be ugly, 
misplaced and ill suited to their pur¬ 
poses. 

In the aesthetic design of a bridge it 
should be remembered that the bridge 
is a work of architectural art and that 
as such it should conform in its own 
field with the general principles of ar¬ 
tistic design which have been noted as 
being the rules of city planning in gen¬ 
eral. 

The first principle is that of unity. 
The bridge with its approaches should 
produce the impression of being a sin¬ 
gle homogeneous structure.

This Form of Administration Is Be¬ 
coming More and More Popular. 

Taylor and Denton, Tex., have re¬ 
cently been added to those having the 
city manager plan. In Lakeland, Fla., 
the city managership was created by 
ordinance last spring under the general 
power over administrative organization 
conferred upon that town by its charter. 

The largest city which has thus far 
seriously considered this plan is Seat¬ 
tle, Wash. For some time a charter 
revision commission has been in ses¬ 
sion there, and it has recently brought 
forth the fruits of its activity. Unfor¬ 
tunately this body wandered somewhat 
afield from the typical form by making 
provision for a separately elected 
mayor. Upon this officer is conferred 
the responsibility for what in Seattle 
are called the humanitarian, cultural 
and general welfare departments, such 
as libraries, parks and playgrounds, 
amusements, housing, unemployment, 
municipal farms, eta The city man¬ 
ager is given control over public works, 
contracts, purchases and supplies, en¬ 
gineering, public utilities, streets and 
sewers—in short, all of the physical in¬ 
terests of the community. The letting 
of contracts and the paying of all bills, 
payrolls and claims are placed in the 
hands of a board of awards and ad¬ 
justments, consisting of the city man¬ 
ager, the city comptroller and the cor¬ 
poration counsel Provision is also 
made in the proposed cnarter for pref¬ 
erential voting, which is applied not 
only to the popular election of city offi¬ 
cials, but to all elections and appoint¬ 
ments by the city council. The friends 
of the new charter propose to save the 
city $40,000 or $50,000 a year by this 
method by eliminating the double elec¬ 
tion scheme provided in the charter of 
1909.—National Municipal Review.

One of the many peculiarities of 
human nature is to place little value 
on what we do easily.

All 
he had to do was to read his lessons 
over once, and then he could go out 
and play. It pleased him that he 
could do this, for a reason. He was 
ambitious to be a fine tennis player, 
a twirler, an oarsman—indeed, any¬ 
thing and everything that was ath¬ 
letic. But while he was revered by 
his schoolmates he was looked down 
upon by them on the fields of sport.

But Norman was a nice young man 
and seemed so cut up by his failure 
that in subsequent games she 
“played off,” permitting him to beat 
her most of the games of the last set. 
This made him not only well pleased 
with himself, but with Julia. 

The same afternoon Norman con¬ 
cluded to take a row on the river. 
He hired a boat and was pulling out 
into the stream when the current 
took him in among some tall grass. 
His oars became clogged, and in his 
spasmodic efforts to disentangle him¬ 
self he upset the boat. He was in no 
danger, although he could not swim, 
for the water where he was dumped 
was only three feet deep. But he 
presented a lugubrious spectacle.

And yet when persons mate their 
friends say, “What a misalliance be¬ 
tween a learned man and a fool!” or, 
“That’s a fine match; they have the 
same tastes.” 

Alsop reveres his wife for her 
gifts, and she looks up to him as a 
superior intellectual being.—F. A.

Within the next seventy-five days 
the Peninsula Rapid Transit Company 
will be operating its motor cars be¬ 
tween San Francisco and points in 
San Mateo county, according to C. O.

Articles of incorporation have been 
filed with the county clerk in Redwood 
City by J. E. McCurdy, attorney for 
the company. The capital stock con¬ 
sists of 100,000 shares at the par value 
of $1 each. The directors, who are 
well-known business men of the 
county, consist of the following:

San Francisco; D. G. Doubleday, Mill- 
brae; F. J. Smith, San Mateo; W. M.

FOREST PROTECTION 

SAVES $8,000,000 


The forest fires that occurred in 
California last summer directly 
threatened to destroy government re¬ 
sources worth more than $3,000,000, 
according to the official report of 
United States District Forester Coert 
Du Hois. The forest rangers, how¬ 
ever, succeeded in preventing most of 
the loss, so that the actual damage 
sustained by the government will not 
exceed $90,000. 

The fire, season in California is said 
to have been the worst in the history 
of the forest service, 1468 fires occur¬ 
ring as against a normal for this dis¬ 
trict of 798. Conditions of wind and 
temperature were at times extremely 
favorable to the spread of fires, and 
only the utmost promptness and 
energy on the part of the rangers 
prevented more of them from de¬ 
veloping into serious conflagrations. 
A total area of 53,763 acres was 
burned, of which 44,163 acres were 
brush. 

The worst previous season is said 
to have been that of 1910, in which 
553 fires occurred in California. 
Owing largely to the undeveloped 
condition of most of the national for¬ 
ests at that time, only 227 fires could 
be attacked promptly enougli to pre¬ 
vent them from getting beyond con¬ 
trol; while the 325 that got away 
caused a loss of a little over $500,000. 
The government’s protection system 
is described as having greatly im¬ 
proved since 1910. Telephone lines 
have been extended, lookout points 
equipped and manned, and the forest 
firemen have been stationed at more 
advantageous points. The result has 
been that last season 1200 fires were 
put out in their early stages—nearly a 
thousand more than in 1910—and the 
268 that got away were fought out be¬ 
fore they had burned an area of a 
half-mile square. 

The conditions surrounding every 
fire that started were studied by forest 
officers, and the amount of damage 
directly threatened by each was com¬ 
puted. On the basis of these reports, 
the district forester has calculated the 
loss averted at $3,013,000. This figure 
is believed to be conservative. It is 
corroborated to some extent by a 
comparison with 1910, when a little 
more than one-third as many fires 
caused an actual loss of $500,000. 

Tenderfeet were responsible for 
most of the preventable fires, having 
caused 340. The Southern California 


forests suffered particularly from this 
form of loss. 

On seven forests in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia incendiarism was prevalent, 
causing 212 fires. 

The government paid out $115,820 
during the season for fire-fighting in 
California. 


FOREST NOTES. 


Forbach, Germany, is said to have 
the most profitable town forest 
known; it yields an annual net gain 
of $12.14 an acre. 

The state school of forestry at 
Bottineau, North Dakota, announces 
that it will have one million trees for 
distribution to the citizens of the state 
during 1915. 

Apple wood, used almost exclu¬ 
sively for saw handles, also furnishes 
the material for many so-called briar- 
wood pipes and particularly for the 
large wooden type used in printing 
signs and posters. 

One of the most expensive woods 
used regularly in an established in¬ 
dustry in the United States is box¬ 
wood, the favorite material for wood 
engraving. It has been quoted at 4 
cents a cubic inch and about $1300 by 
the thousand board feet. 

What is supposed to be record 
speed in getting men to a forest fire 
is reported from Oregon, where on 
one of the national forests a ranger 
went to town, hired ten men and got 
this force to the fire twelve miles 
away within forty-eight minutes after 
he was notified by telephone. 



BORDEAUX—President Poincare is¬ 
sued a decree striking from the roll of 
the Legion of Honor the names of all 
Germans thereon. 

TARRYTOWN (N. Y.)—Ten million 
cigarettes, $20,000 worth, have been 
offered to the Red Cross for the allied 
soldiers in France. 

PARIS—Although no official lists 
of losses have been published, it is 
known that since the war began the 
French casualties have exceeded 375,- 
000 killed, wounded, captured and 
sick. 

LONDON—A dispatch from Lisbon 
says the Portuguese Congress has de¬ 
cided that Portugal should co-operate 
with the allies when it considers the 
step necessary. The Minister of War 
will issue a decree for partial mobili¬ 
zation. 

PARIS—The military governor of 
the Austrian fortress of Cracow has 
published a decree, says a dispatch 
from Rome to the Havas Agency, 
warning civilians that if they do not 
quit the city they will be court mar- 
tialed and shot. 

PARIS—Several cases of cholera are 
reported to have appeared in Prussia 
! and Upper Silesia, according to a dis¬ 
patch from Basel, Switzerland, to the 
Havas News Agency. Two deaths 
i from the disease so far have occurred 
I in those districts. 

PARIS—The fury of the blizzards 
which have been raging in Flanders 
and in France for the past four days 
precluded the possibility of action by 
Infantry except trench work, which 
was carried on under great difficulties 
owing to the frozten condition of the 
ground. 

WASHINGTON—The Turkish gov¬ 
ernment has voluntarily explained the 
firing on the Tennessee’s launch, and 
officials regarded the explanation as 
satisfactory, according to an announce¬ 
ment made by President Wilson, Act¬ 
ing Secretary Lansing and Secretary 
Daniels. 

LONDON—A Daily Mail special 
from Copenhagen says that the panic 
is increasing in southern Silesia, 
where the fighting is heard distinctly. 
Fugitives are spreading the panic in 
eastern Germany. All Bavarian troops 
in Belgium are to be transferred to 
the eastern'theater. 

LUBECK (Germany)—A religious 
wave has swept through the country 
since the war broke out, the Kaiser 
leading the way. In every telegram 
and every message the Almighty’s 
name is mentioned. The Roman Cath¬ 
olic churches, especially along the 
Rhine and in Southern Germany, are 
never empty during the day. 

LONDON—A dispatch to the Ex¬ 
change Telegraph Company from The 
Hague says Emperor William has de¬ 
cided to return to Berlin shortly to 
be present when the Reichstag opens. 

! The correspondent adds that instruc¬ 
tions have been issued to the officials 
of the Emperor’s Berlin castle to pre¬ 
pare it for a long sojourn there by 
him. 



The District Council of Painters of 
San Francisco has ordered its busi¬ 
ness agents to notify all journeymen 
painters that after January 1, $5 will 
be the minimum wage. All unions will 
be requested to see that their mem¬ 
bers receive this wage, which was 
granted the craft as a result of arbi¬ 
tration by a board selected by the em¬ 
ployers and journeymen. 

The first movement in Sonoma 
county hops in weeks resulted in sales 
of several hundred bales at prices 
ranging from 9 V 2 to 10 cejits a pound. 
The market has been a disappoint¬ 
ment to the growers and now the en¬ 
tire Pacific Coast hop-growing section 
has been organized by the growers 
for handling the market conditions, 
with the idea of protecting them¬ 
selves. 

The campaign to raise the $30,000 
with the Associated Charities needs 
before the end of the year has enlisted 
the support of the most representative 
men and women of San Francisco. 
News that the organization faced a 
deficit, which must be met if it is to 
continue its good work, brought of¬ 
fers of help from all sides, and the di¬ 
rectors of the Associated Charities re¬ 
gard the outlook as most promising. 

An entirely new industry that will 
call for the investment of $500,000 or 
more is to be established in Califor¬ 
nia, if the search for a suitable site 
for a hydro-electric plant site now un¬ 
der way is successful. The industry is 
the manufacture of nitrogen com¬ 
pounds, such as ammonia and nitrates, 
by the electric process. This is some¬ 
thing new in the United States, but is 
a demonstrated success in Norway. 
Walter V. Clark, a leading mining and 
hydraulic engineer from New York, 
who is making the preliminary search 
for a site, arrived in San Francisco 
a few days ago. 

With a detailed plan in his posses¬ 
sion as to how to set aside the vote 
by which the State of Washington 
went "dry” this month, C. B. Yandell, 
the Secretary of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of Seattle, arrived in San Fran¬ 
cisco. He immediately went in search 
of Louis Hemrich, the president of the 
Seattle Brewing and Malting Com¬ 
pany, who has an option on a brewery 
site in San Francisco and who threat¬ 
ens to move, the brewery to Califor¬ 
nia. Yandell did not find Hemrich, 
who is in Paso Robles. Seattle does 
not want to lose the Rainier brewery, 
and to save it is one of Yandell’s ob¬ 
jects. There is claimed to be a flaw in 
the, law which will make the prohibi¬ 
tion vote of the State futile for the 
time being. 

Humanitarians interested in light¬ 
ening the burdens of the blind have 
placed before the State Board of Con¬ 
trol one of the keenest sociological 
problems that body has had to deal 
with. It is the much discussed ques¬ 
tion of the marriage of blind persons. 
Although the question was disposed 
of by an overwhelming negative vote 
at the last conference of the Ameri¬ 
can Association of Workers for the 
Blind, in Jacksonville, Ill., two years 
ago, the State Board of Control will 
conduct an independent investigation 
before determining a matter of vital 
interest to the inmates of the. State’s 
institutions. The question has been 
brought to notice as a direct result of 
conditions in the State Industrial 
Home for the Adult Blind in Oakland. 
In this institution are 87 men and 28 
women. The authorities have been 
asked to sanction and encourage the 
marriage of such couples. 

As the days draw near to the time 
for the departure from the port of 
San Francisco of the relief ship Cam- 
ino, loaded to its full capacity with 
food for the Belgians, the efforts of 
all those who have* been devoting 
themselves to the generous work— 
which has set a record for philan¬ 
thropy among the States—are concen¬ 
trated upon gathering in all the con¬ 
tributions of food and cash which are 
being made at the last moment both 
in San Francisco and in the country. 
Responses have been prompt to the 
word sent out that about 800 or 900 
tons more were needed to fill the 
steamer. Santa Barbara wired that 
j she was ready to ship five carloads 
of onions and several carloads of other 
foodstuffs. Pasadena wired that she 
was shipping two carloads of beans 
and two carloads of flour. G. B. Rod- 
man of Roy, Utah, wired for permis¬ 
sion to ship 60,000 pounds of canned 
tomatoes with California’s relief sup¬ 
plies. He was told to rush them along.
